Jewrj'," in a sohed'x^ed meeting. Jheld 
last Sunday afternoon. Phil Vineboi;, 
as chairman, introduced the speaker^' 
immediately after the reading of the 
minutes by Beatrice Klinisberg and the 
. conclusion of à short business discus- 

rayaneyfjÇîèymany^^^ ad 
dress, stated that the affirmative in- 
terpreted 'benefits' as those which pre- 
served the Jews as a nation, and from 
this he proceeded to say ,ti 
Semitism now rampant ' Inf tlSHirinldl 
brought about a welding of 
in one solid unity. '.^ 

Ruth Cohen, of the negjatrye; 
plored this point of view, ^ndTsuggcst- 
ed that Jewry had to a large "exient 
discarded its traditions: and religious 
belief^ as a direct aftermath of the 
World War. On the other hand. Pearl 
Jacobs, of the affirmative, said that 
the building up of Palestine after the 
Orcat War has been successful, and 
resulted . in a strong and~ growing Jew- 
ish culture. 

Morton Godine, the last speaker, for 
the, negative, expressed the bcHcf.-.Uiat 
the Jéws were in a state of ^Incrçdible 
misery as a result of the War. Plrlcd- 
mani In his rebuttal, replied wit-h his 
argument that antl-Semitls.ni attitudes 
had united the Jews.

Calendar Reform 
Deemed Important 

Months of Uneven Length 
Considered. Obetaclc to 
BusineiBB

Reform of the calendar has for many 
centuries held the interest of the more 
advanced groups of thinkers, and es- 
pecially Uiose of the present day, who 
claim that the ^present calendar with 
1 ts . mpnti»icf|y w ^^ ; of days 

interfèrwWnîucBilWwîtfi^^ tfie 
gathering together of statistics, and 
other such activities, "niis/view was 
presehtM4l>y.!Mr.;|:rIaiid Echlin in an 
address" beforé^tie '^Astronomical So: 
ciety, in the Macdouald Physics Lab- 
orato^', Friday evfcning. 

The greatest obstacle to improving 
the calendar has been the people at 
large, whose views and prejudices are 
difficult to overuome. Cliangcs 
throughout tiie centuries have been 
few; 'one by ' Pope Gregory in 1582, 
when October 5th v/as advanced to 
October 15th to makj up an error in 
compilation. Tlie. second change' came 
in nso 'when England, which -bad re- 
fused to follow Pope Gregory's ex- 
ample, made the same correction, and 
also advanced the New Year from 
March 1st to Januaiy 1st. 

Différait Views 

Now there , are several groups that 
would like to have the months of the 
year more evenly divided in point of 
length. One group would like to have 
the year divided Into thirteen months 
of twenty -eight days each, -with the 
extra day 'atvthe^nd of the year as a 
holiday. The^^wMorid group " ad vocates 
the division of the year hito four even 
quarters of ninety-one days each, with 
the' first months of each quarter, that 
is, January, April, July, October, hav- 
ing thirty-one days' respectively, and 
their following months thirty days 
each; the remahilng day at the end 
of the year to te a legal holiday. This 
plan, claim the second group of spon- 
sors, w^ld not Involve such a radical 
change from the old calendar to the 
new, and so would not antagonize the 
mon conservative elements of . the 
world'ss population. ' 

Thé^^îl^months plan, claimed the 
speaker, lias the endorsement of nuiny 
representative; grou{» of . educators, as 
well as of * iRpresentatlves from the 
Catliollc and Protestant groups In the 
Vi'orld, and Is steadily gaining support.

Mock Board of ' Governors 
Unable to Settle Issue 

OBJECT IONS RAISED 

Vote Finds Afembers of De- 
bating. Lèague Equally 
Divided lu Sentiment 

Unable to reach any satlsf(|ctory 
conclusion, the Mock Board ol OoV' 
ernors of McGUI ÙniversltJ^ made' up 
of membsrs of the Junior Debathig 
League, yesterday afternoon decided 
to leave the troublKonie question In 
abayance until ; their next mecthig 
The discussion waxed hectic as the 
policies of ijoth tliosé in favour of the 
motion and those against It laid bare 
their arguments^ , 

Leading the negative side of the 
question "Resolved that Ha^ng. should 
be established at McQlll Unlvenslty" 
»ES''!Clâa^liaîéUs,7wlIô:t^ 
the ' Important part played by Iiazlng 
In the university life of the ave;rage 
undergraduate was offset by the viol- 
ent aspect of the manner In which 
the hazing was conducted. He quoted 
examples of thé effects of hazing here 
andyelsewbere, and asked these to be 
'ooi^ldered'^as but slight, signs of a gen- 
eral' suffering. • 

.Opposed to Marcus was Morton Go- 
dine, who was the- leader of the .,af- 
flrmatlve members of the Board. Go- 
dine refuted the ai-gumehts :of ' the 
first speaker by stating that hazing 
was essential in the growth of the stu- 
dent, and illustrated his speech by re- 
ferring to the apathetic aspect of 
college life today in comparison with 
the glorious days of the past, before 
1926 when liazlng was definitely abol- 
ished at McGlll.

Straight Right To The Heart 

llRSeiUMINO that you .have already studied the straight;. .}e(i; to tho! 

head blow, and have^the, punch pretty "well down to lisrfsction, let 
us switch to the second^and-i^ost as potent a blew, the straight rl^nt 
to the heart. Always assume the same stance during actual combat, 
your left foot well forward, both lees relaxed; In fact the whole body 
should be completely relaxed, and sliSness, the tratt common .to most 
novices, should be religiously avoided. Relax In every sense of the word 
until of course the opportunity arrives to.hit, then close your fist tightly, 
tense your -arm and leg muscks untiltyoU;feer that you have the neces- 
sary 'punch' in the blow, and then released; ; • . 

Your right hand is placed around the region bf the heart, your left 
hand Is extended well to the fore, both moving continuously , while the 
elbows are kept away from the Imaglnai-y wall and in close to the sides— 
you are now technioally able \o deliver the straight right to.Uie he^rt. 
'The position of the head is important; It should be kept well forward, 
the chin tucked in rather than Jutting out, but in as' comfortable à 
manner as possible. In order to deliver this blow with its, fuU.-.eaect,4t, 
should ever be remembered that ifithe^left hand Uito-acttasla^' 
right must be' brought up^as.âi guard wdlvice^rnsa^M 
hand you lead with ,thé,othèr|miust be kep6|^fi^^M 
Never drop, your armà^whên'apBRlng, e6pecia^!|^nen«yow 
shoot forward this right hand punch. . 

On guard again, quickly feint with your left, pretending that you aro 
going to shoot it across as. a straight punch, but Instead, snap It back into 
poBltloA, Just in front of , the chin, in its capacity of guai-d. Kow throw 
the body well over to the left side in order to gather momentum for the 
right, then bang away that right, just like a piston, v absolutely straight 
forward for the heart. Your opponent will in all likelihood' be" off guard, 
deceived by your feint. It Is a really iwtent punch when accomplished 
properly, and serves as a good method of 'wearing down your opiwnent 
with body punches. • i

Moit E0icient BodyPuniêher 

fpHIS blow is regarded by champions such as Tiinney, Dempsey and 
^ Iieonard as the one body blow that weakens, a man more quickly and 
more effectively than any other. Thousand of fighters, past and present, 
title-holden and would be champions, have used this blow as their king- 
pin of body blows. One reason for. its importance îM^a body-rpunisher^is.- - 
that it does not have to be 'telegraphed,'^in' othet.^wbiUs ypur,bpi»^ 
receives ho warning of its impending arrival on his person. Your right , 
hand being In close, you simpl.v have to thrust it forward without uif- ' 
necessarily bringing it back first. On the other hand a right hook must -. 
first be pulled back before any proper momentum can be attached to, it, 
and in aiddltlon would certainly not land flush uilder or above the heart.' ' 
but may result -as a foul punch on the left side 6f the bddy, the illegal

. When the blow is, being, mastered, vital Impottance^ould be paid to 
' the position of your hands when punclUng, iii faiétHlîis^ppliès equally so 
for every blow in' the 'manly art'.' Strange as it may seem, thiS straight 
right to the beiMTt is the only straight punch which requhres the hands to 
be held -in an entirely different position. We previously mentioned that . 
m all straight punches whether left or right, the knuckles of the fist 
should face upwards, this blow being the only exception, where the 
knuaUes face the Imaginary wall, the blow being struck with the same- 
portion of the band however namely the flat of the -fist: By delivering 
this punch with the knuckles up Instead of out, you would undoubtedly 
expose yourself to a wrist strain because of the unnatural position of that 
' put of the hand. - The wrist in this case is actually slightly twlsted .be- 
fore the punch ii landed and on contact anythhig might happen, de- 
pending on the force >.of the blow.

the straight right, for your own right forearm is then widely '^exposed. 
The science of boxing Is contained in the following maxim, 'Avoid -being 
hit.' Anybody can throw their, head and body into the position where 
they will be knocked «roundi but few léam how to prevent a blow from 
landhig. ' . - : 

Tb» professional pugilists have a word for it, 'avoid getting punch 
drunk and you wont have to cut out paper dolls later on.'

has been dissipated. The average man 
is seeking rather security, and the state 
p^repafedness.' corresponding to Uie two 
.vltaljlssues V of today— economic chaos 
and war. On ail sides democracy has 
been largely superseded by dictator- 
ships, and in those countries where 
democratic institutions survive, the 
bourgeois class has 'taken over the gov- 
ernment for Its, own ends. 

Liberalism Dormant ' 
Leslie Jackson, of Cambridge, claim- 
ed that the first speaker had not prov- 
ed, liberalism was dead, but .only 
dormant.' , ; . ,:, 

Liberty caii onl'y'be'obtaltied by law, 
and thus liberalism demands and pre- 
supposes a government and law and 
order. In lils Idea, the Ideology of the 
classless state, leads Inevitably to lib- 
eralism anyway. Russia Itself Is get- 
ting democratic. True a man may 
submit to a dictator In time of crisis, 
but that dictatorship must make good 
if It Is to last. . ' 

Tlie death-knell of liberalism can 
only be sounded, claimed Jackson, 
when prosp,erity is existing and when 
there has been a succession of dictators 
—neither of these conditions are ex- 
isting- today, and therefore liberalism 
cannot be. killed. The world is only 
passhig throiigh a inbmentiàry crlsl^, 
but when It Is over liberalism will rise 
again In all its glory. 

P. P. Vhieberg, the secohti speaker 
for McGlli, took the ecohoi 
of ' "the alleged decline of I 
Liberalism demanded freedom oMnter- 
imtlonal commercial transactions, as 
well as freedom' of;immigi-ation. Neither 
of these conditions are satisfactory 
today. Tarlit barriers, and immi- 
gration restrictions are prevalent on 
all Bides. In the naiional field, there 
hoi been an increasing regimentation 
bf .everything hi the economic life of 
the Individual — even: ^iCTtcaMling to 
grizzly bears.

R. Crichton of Oxford, spent much 
time In endeavoring to scout the af- 
fhmatlve's arguments. All the recent 
acts -of reglmciitatton cannot bc at- 
tributed to ■ bureaucratic control he 
averred, because such was approved by 
the electorate. Britain's t>rotcctionist 
policy, accused as bureaucratic by the 
affirmative,', he .clalmiBd to be the re- 
sult- of a national/ election. The need 
of the world today is security, and this 
can be obtained by dispelling the fear 
of war complex. Pacts, such as tiie- 
Kellogg Pact, were the solution for this 
difficulty. The present troiisltory feel- 
ing of nationalism will tlius disappear 
and true liberalism and not bureau- 
cracy, will emerge.
